IGRACE CABLING* 


(Conclusion.) 


In this inefficient state the Vessel rtrocwded 


"on ber voyage «nd passed through the " Fair- 
way," between tbe Farne island^ and the 
fend, about six o'clock on Thursday evening. 
She entered Berwick bay about eight o'clock 
the same evening, the sea running high, and 
the wind blowing strong from the north.— 
From the motion of tbe vessel, the leak in- 
creased to such a degree, that the firemen 
eoald not'keep the fires burning. Two men 
Were then employed to puaip water into the 
boilcri, but it escaped through the leak as fast 
as they pumped it in. About ten o'clock she 
bore up off St. Abb's Head, the storm still 
wginc with unabated fury. 
The engines soon 


after became entirely useless, and the engine 
man reported that they would not work.— 
There being great danger of drifting ashore, 
tbe sails were hoisted fore and aft, and tbe 
vestel got about, in order lo get her before 
the wind, and keep her off the land. 
.No at- 


tempt was made to anchor. The vessel soon 
became unmamigeable, and the tide setting 
itrong to the south, she proceeded in that di- 
rection. It mined heavily during the whole 
time, and the fog was so dense, that it became 
impossible to tell the situation of the vessel. 
At length breakers were discovered close to 
JeewarS ; and the Furne lights, which about 
tbe same period became visible, left no doubt 
as to the imminent peril of all on board.— 
Capt. Humble vainly attempted to avert the 
catastropho by running the vessel between the 
islands* «nd tho main land $ she would not 
answer the helm, and was impelled to and fro 
by a furious soa. Between three and four 
o'clock, she struck with her bows foremost on 
the rock, the ruggcdness of which is such, 
thnt at period* when it is dry,it is scarcely pos- 
giblo for a person to stand erect upon it; nnd 
the edge which met tbe Forfarshire's limbers 
descends sheer down a hundred fathoms deep, 
or more 


At this juncture a part of the crew, intent 


only on self-preservation, lowered the lar- 
board-quarter boat down, and left the ship.— 
lAmongst them WHS Mr. Ruthven Ritchie, of 
Hill of Ruthven, in Perthshire, who had been 
fou&ed from bed, and had only time to put on 
Iiis trousers, when, rushing upon deck, he saw 
and took advantage of this opportuniry of 
escape by flinging himself into the boat. His 
ancle HncJ aunt in attempting to follow his ex- 
Ample, fell into the sea, nnd perished in his 
sight. The scene on board was of the most 
•awful kind. Several females were uttpring 
cries of anguish and despair, and amongst 
them stood the bewildered master, whose 
•wifr, clinjjing to him, frantically besought the 
protection which it was not in his power to 
S 


've. Very soon after the first shock, a pow- 
il wave struck the vessel on the quarter, nnd 


•rinsing her off' the rock, allowed her imme- 
diately after to fall violently down upon it, 
the sharp edge striking her about midships.— 
She was by this fairly broken in two pieces; 
and the after part, containing the cabin, 
with many passengers, was instantly carried 
off through a tremendous current culled the 
Pita lint, which ia considered dangerous even 
in good weather, while the fore part remain- 
ed on the rock 
The captain and his wife 


•com to have been amongst those who perish- 
ed in the hinder part of tho vessel. 


At the moment when the boat parted, about 


•eight or nine of the passengers betook them- 
selves to the windlass in the fore part of the 
ressel, which they conceived to be the safest 
place. 
Here also a few sailors took their 


station, although despairing of relief. In the 
/ore cabin, exposed to tho intrusion of the 
•waves, was Sarah Dawson, tho wife of a weav- 
er, with two children. When relief came, 
life was found trembling into tho bosom oi 
this poor woman, but her two children lay 
itiffoned corpses in her arms. 


The sufferers, nine in number (five of the 


crew and four passengers,) remained in their 
dreadful situation till daybreak—exposed to 
the butt'oting of the waves amidst darkness, 
and fearful that every rising surge woul<] 
•weep the fragment of wreck on which they 
stood into the deep. Such was their situation 
when, as day broke on the morning of the 
7th, they wure descried from the Longstone 
by the Darlings, at nearly a mile's distance. 
A mist hovered over tho island ; and though 
the wind had somewhat abated its violence, 
the sea, which even in the calmest weathei 
is never at rest amongst the gorges between 
these iron pinnacles, still raged fearfully. At 
the light house there were only Mr. and Mrs 
Darling and their heroic daughter. 
Tho 


boisterous state of tho sea is sufficiently at- 
tested by the taut, that at a later period in 
tbe day, n reward of £5, offered by Mr 
Smeddle, the steward of Bamborough Castle 
conld scarcely induce a party of fishermen to 
venture off from the main land. 


To have braved tho perils of that terrible 


.passage then, would have done the highest 
honor to the woll-triod nerves of even the 
Contest of the male sex. 
But what shall be 


•aid of the errand of mercy being undertak- 
en and accomplished mainly through the 
strength of a female heart and arm! Through 
tbe dim mist, with the aid of the glass, the 
figures of the sufferers were seen clinging to 
tbe wreck. But who could dare to tempt the 
raging -abyss thft intervened, in the hope 01 
•accoring them ! Mr. Darling, it is said, 
shrank .fr*m the attempt—not BO his daughter 
At her sericitation the boat was launched, with 
tbe assistance of ber mother, the father and 
daughter-entered it, each taking an oar. 
It 


h worthy ft being noticed, that Grace never 
bad occasion to assist in the boat previous to 
tbe wreck of tbe Forfarshire, others of the 
family being always at band. 
|n estimating tbe clanger which the heroic 


adventurers encountered, there is one circum- 
•tance which ought not to be forgotten. Had 
it not been ebb tide, the boat could not have 
passed between tbe islands; and Darting and 
hU daughter knew that the tide would be 
towiof on their return, when their united 
ttremrtn would have been utterly inwfficien 
to poll tbe boat back to the lighthouse wland 
ao that, bad they not got the assistance of the 
•armors, ia rowing back again, tfcey them 
Mire* woold not have been compelled to re- 
rtafo 09 th« rack beaicfc <be wreck until tbe 
*ide again ebbed.

Sned ctttorne, tbat the father and 
carried thelart up t«ih0 rock: 


here, a danger—greater even than that which 
they bad encountered in «pf»ro«ehtng it— 
arose from the difficulty of steady ins the boat, 
and preventing'iU belni destroyed on those 
harp ridges by the ever rertlesg chafing arid 
leaving of the billbws. However, the nine 
sufferers were safely rescued. 
The deep 


sense which one of the poor fellows enter- 
ained of the generous conduct of Darling 
and his daughter, was testified by hjs t-yes 
illtng with tears when he described it. 
The 


hrill of delight which he experienced when 
he boat was observed approaching the rock, 
vas converted into a feeling of i\mazement, 
which he could not find language to express, 
when he became aware of the fact that one of 
heir deliverers was a female ! 


The sufferers were conveyed at once to the 


ighthouse, which was in fact their only place 
of refuge at the time; and owing to the vio- 
ent seas that continued to prevail among the 
aland?, they were obliged to remain there 
Von FrirJaj morning till Sunday. A boat's 
rew came off to their relief from North Sun- 
lerland were nlso obliged to remain.

This feature secures 
permnncncy to the Institution, promotes the 
health of the teachers and enables them to de- 
vote themselves more thoroughly to their 
separate departments. 


The Trustees design to make this Institu- 


tion second to none in the country, and will 
therefore aim to employ none but the most 
thoroughly qualified teachers. 


They wish to erect a building which, with
